seed lightly with soll, then to utilize dome 
sort of a muich, such as screened manure, 
dry grass cuttings, or the like. In light soil, 
and especially in warm weather planting, 
the seed should be covered deeper than in 
heavy soll, or than is necessary in the same 
soll earlier in the year. 

When covering the seed, a rake comes in 
handy, although it must be carefuly used. 
Only the points of the tines should be util- 
ized to press the small seed furrow togeth- 
er. Perhaps is would be best for the ama- 
teur to cover by hand for a while, until he 
gets used to the “feel” of the various tools. 


Do not sprinkle the surface, but allow the 
moisture stored in the soil by flooding to 
germinate the seed, and bring the plants 
above the surface. 

Subsequent care of double-row plantings 
consists only in irrigating, between rows in 
the furrow, followed by cultivation, and a 
light hoeing between drills, on the flat of 
the bed. This latter operation is recom- 
mended especially to keep down the weeds. 
Later, when the plants are about an inch 
high, they should be thinned down some- 
what, especially when the seedlings are 
found bunched. It will not be encessary to 
thin root crops down as close as they do 
in commercial gardens, for the housewife 
ig continually pulling out the larger vege- 
tables, allowing the others more room to 
develop. Lettuce, however, should be 
thinned out to one plant every twelve inch- 
es, Spinach will never need thinning. 
| _ AS TO VARIETIES

If the gardener wishes to conserve his 
space, there are possibilities of inter-crop- | 
ping some of the vegetables, the culture of 
which was discussed above, with plantings 
of other slower maturing crops. For in- 
stance, a few radishes can be planted along 
the rows of sweet corn, and turnips later 
planted with tomatoes. If the garden is 
small, a lot of produce can be taken from 
“intercropping alone.

PECAN IRRIGATION 


PHOENIX (Ariz.)—Possibly belated, has 
come local Knowledge that an ordinary ir- 
rigation may fail to get down to the root 
ends of pecans, and similar deeply set 
trees, especially in uplands with low water 
tables. Many citrus growers are turning 
to dynamite, to crack caliche and hard for- 
mations, and thus permit the surface water 
to get down where it will do real good. 
Something novel, in Arizona at least, is 
the resort of a pecan grower, with large 
acreage, to a mechanical aid. A Phoenix 
trucking firm owns a mechanical auger, 
with which it has expedited its contracts 
for hauling and erecting telegraph and 
telephone poles, This machine, mounted on 
a truck, has been hired by the pecan man 
to dig holes beside his trees, each bore, 
fourteen inches in diameter and five feet 
deep, to be used in conveying fertilizing 
material, as well as water down to the roots, 
jIn ordinary land a hole may be bored in 
two minutes.

Concrete is a compound of Portland ce- 
ment, sand, gravel, or crushed rock, and 
water. However, for good results, the 
rancher has to do more than merely mix 
these agents all together and dump them 
into forms. The proportions are very im- 
portant, and these vary with the various 
uses to which the concrete is to be put; 
the method of combining them is not to be 
changed without danger of poor results. 

‘For instance, the. concrete designed for 
a foundation is not the same combination 
of materials as that for a septic tank. A 
retaining wall, foundation or anything else 


intended to support weight, but not neces- 


sarily water tight, is properly mixed in the 
ratio of one sack of cement, three cubic feet 
of sand and five cubic feet of pebbles or 
gravel. If the sand and gravel are dry, 
seven and one-half gallons of water are re- 
quired for this mix; if they are damp, six 
gallons is enough, and if they are wet, five 
gallons is the right amount. 

With tanks or cisterns, on the other 
hand, a sack of cement calls for two cubic 
feet of sand and three of pebbles, and the 
water for dry materials is five and one-half 
gallons; with four and one-half for damp, 
and three and three-fourths for wet. The 
proportions of sand and gravel may vary @ 
little, in order to make the mixture work- 
able, but the proportions of water and ce- 
ment are not to be changed without danger 
of weakening the concrete. 

Mixing by hand is properly done as fol- 
lows: First, the sand is spread on the mix- 
ing floor, then the cement is added, and 
the two are mingled until no streaks appear. 
The pebbles are added next, and the whole 
is mixed thoroughly until they are evenly 
mingled. Then the lot is heaped up, a hol- 
low is made in the top and the water is 
slowly added, while the mixture is turned 
in until the whole forms a blend. Con- 
crete should be used in not less than forty- 
five minutes after it is made. 

After it is placed in molds, the concrete 
should be aged properly, the time required 
varying with the weather. It should not be 


exposed to hot sunshine, for the evapora- 
tion must be slow. Floors, roadways and 
the like may be covered with moist sand or 
dirt. Wet sacks or blankets may be hung 
over walls if concrete is used in house con- 
struction. Interiors may be inclosed and 
sprinkled at intervals. In cold weather, 
precautions should be taken to prevent 
freezing. Ten days to two weeks are re- 
quired for proper hardening of concrete. 

Another warning is needed in the mat- 
ter of the sand and rock used, for it must 
be clean. Any decaying vegetable matter 
or dirt is apt to interfere with the adhesion 
of the materials, and this weakens the con- 
crete. 

In the matter of forms, they vary so that 
only a few generalities are given here. It 
ig desirable to build them in sections to 
facilitate removal without injuring the con- 
crete, and to preserve them for future use. 
They should be well greased to prevent 
adhesion. Crude oil, crank case oil, soft 
soap, or similar substance, may be used. 
The forms should be cleaned of any con- 
crete before being used a second time. 


Building block and tile are used very 
widely in farm building construction. 
These are usually bought from dealers, but 
there are firms which sell molds, so that 
the rancher may mix his own -block if he 
desires to do so. Building block averages 
about 33 per cent of open air space, while 
tile runs from 50 to 60 per cent air space. 
Where heavy loads to be sustained, 
solid blocks are used. | 

Concrete’s great advantage, and‘ one 
which offsets its greater cost as compared 
with wood, is that when it is properly mixed 
of proper materials, it is permanent. it 
grows harder with age, and does not have 
to be renewed. It js fire-proof. For the in- 
genious rancher it is plastic, and can be 
used artistically as well as practically. It 
does not harbor insects or germs, ‘and it 
is easily cleaned.

He sneezes a 
great deal. He may have a very slight dry 
cough. 

This period may.last from a few days to 
several weeks. 


Gradually the cough becomes more ex- 
tensive. Instead of being a slight muscular 
contraction, it develops into a paroxysm |. | 
with a perculiar, long inspiration, common- 
iy called a “whoop.” | Gives Feeble Folks 
It is difficult to describe, but, once hav- 
ing heard it, the doctor will seldom be mis- 
taken. 
Vomiting is very frequent at this period. 


The child is intolerant of food and mothers 
should look at it with that attitude. 


Every paroxysm or convulsion is an ef- 
fort to discharge the mucous and pus which 
congest the child. It is not until he suc- 
ceeds in doing this that he is able to se- 
cure relief. 

There are many other minor symptoms, 
but, in essence, the disease is readily réc- 
ognizable by the characteristic “whoop.” 

The entire period of its duration may 
last from four weeks to as much as four 
or five months. It depends upon the child, 
upon his vital powers, upon his seaprvaas!

There should be no complications if the 
disease be treated correctly. If «treated 
wrongly, there may be hemorrhages, bron-

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Public Dinners 
Why is it that almost all public dinners 
have only one menu~the grapefrait cock- 
tall, followed by soup, and the inevitable 
beefeteak, mashed potatees, green peas, 
coffee, ice cream and pleT 

There ought to be a fortane tn it for the 
chef who can devise some other public din- 
ner Menu. 

It seems to me that the men who attend 
such public functions would be surfeited 
upon the monotony of such dinners. 

A glance at the average man who at- 
tends these functions is sufficient to satisfy 
one that the foods offered are thoroughly 
incompatible with the dietetic needs of the 
diners. 

Unfortunately, public dinners are invari- 
ably table @’hote, not a la carte. There is 
no choice as to what one may ofder. 

The average man who attends public din- 
ners is usually the sedentary, inactive type 
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of business man. Baldheads, heaps of arti- 
ficial dentistry and protruding abdomens 
predominate at such functions. 7 

Most of these men are under doctors’ or- 
ders. The majority of them are constipated 
and suffer periodic gastric attacks. A large 
percentage are compelled to take a. pill fol- 
lowing every such function. Yet such ia 
the force of the group sapirit. 

Bo fearful is the average individual of 
being conspicuous in any way that he would 
rather eat what is placed before him, irre- 
spective of the harm, than show himself 
“different” in any way by refusing. 

The other day I spoke to a man who is 
in the public eye as few others are, one 
of the truly great leaders in the commu- 
nity, a man of force, of intelligence and of 
great power. He understands the value of 
corrective diet and of sanity in habit. I 
doubt if there ie another man in the city 
who is called Spon to attend public func- 
tions as much as he is, Yet, for thirty 
years, he claims, he has “turned down an 
empty plate.”. 

The waiters know him by this time. He 
ls no longer conspicuous. 
of public opinion, for his own intelligence 
ie strong enough to guide him rightly. 

If more had the courage of their convic- 
tions, public functions would not be such a 
menace to the best men of our community, 
the men whom we can ill afford to lose. 
Then, perhaps, chefs might awaken to the 
consciousness that there are other foods 
than beefsteak for public functions and that 
something might replace the mashed pota- 
toes and the ice cream that invariably grace 
such affairs. 

Perhaps even a reform might be made 
where service could be a la carte instead of 
table d’hote. 

It has been said that American hospital- 
ity and our habits of feeding our guests to 
show they are welcome are responsible for 
the destruction of our finest citisens. 

It does not take much to bring about & 
changed consciousness in this direction.

There are many foods which bear the 
stigma of being “gas-producing.”

I would not, however, label these foods 
as “gas-producing” in the great majority of 
instances. In almost every case the trouble 
is essentially in the previous inflammation 
and in the habits.of gluttony, in the dietetic 
excesses, in the consumption of alcoholic 
liquors and stimulating beverages and in 
the nervous depletion—in short, in the 
crimes we commit against our bodies. 

Commonsense logic teaches us that the 
correction of this trouble does not He in 
any specific. Give any part of the body 
a rest and its tendency will be toward 
natural recuperation. When your arm is 
injured, you stop using it until it gets well. 
When your eyes pain, you put little or no 
strain on them until they get well. 

Follow the same idea with the digestive 
system when gas bothers you. Give it a 
rest. Stop eating for a day or two, or 
three. I have never yet known anyone to 
die on a three-day fast—this, notwithstand- 
ng the stupid physiology text-books taught 

in the primary grades, that man can go no 
more than several days without food..
